Preſents ſhall come Greeting z Whereas, in and by one AZ of Parliament made 


© 20": at Weſtminſter, in the 25th Year of the Reign of King Henry the Eighth, Re- 
citing, That whereas the King's humble and obedient Subjects, the Clergy of this Realm of 
England, had not only acknowledged according to the Truth, that the Convocation of the 
fame Clergy, were always, had been, and onght to be Aſſembled only by the King's Writ, 
but alſo CR themſelves to the King's Majeſty, had promiſed in Yerbo Sacerdotis, that 
they would never from thenceforth preſume to Attempt, Alledge, Claim, or put in Ure, or 
Ena&t, Promulge, or Execute any new Canons, Conſtitutions, Ordinances Provincial. or 0- 
thers, or by whatſoever other Name they 'ſhould be called in the Convocation, unleſs the ſaid 
King's moſt Royal Aſſent and Licence might to them be had, to make, promulge, and exe» 
cute the ſame z and that the ſaid King did give his moſt Royal Aſſent and Authority in that 
behalf. | 
Jr was therefoze Enacted by the Authority, of the ſaid Parliament, according to the faid 
Submiſſion and Petition of the ſaid Clergy, among other things ; That they, nor any of 
them from thenceforth ſhould Ena&t, Promulge, or Execute any ſuch Canons, Conſtitutionsor' 
Ordinances Provincial, by whatſoever Name they might be called in their Con P 
time coming, which always ſhould be Aſſembled by Authority of the King's Writ, unk 
ſame Clergy might. have the King's moſt Royal Aſſent and Licence, to Make, Promulge,' and 
Execute ſuch Canons, Conſtitutions and Ordinances, Provincial or Synodal, upon Paig of 8+ - 
yery one of the ſaid Clergy doing contrary to the ſaid Att ; and being thereof Convitt, ww - 
ſaffer Impriſonment, and make Fines at the King's Will. "a3 
And further, by the ſaſd Act it is Pyovided, That no Canons, Conſtitutioas, or Oritantes 
ſhould be Made, or put in Execution within this Realm, by Authority of the Convocations of 
the Clergy, which ſhould be contrariant or repugnant to the King's .or 
the Cuſtoins, Laws, or Statutes of this Realm, any thing contained in the ſaid Aﬀ& t6 
the contrary thereof notwithſtanding. E 
And laſtly, Jt iz alſo Pzovided by the ſaid Act, That ſuch Canons, Conſtitutions, Ordi- 
nances and Synodals Provincial, which then were already made, and which then were not cons 
trariant or repugnant to the Laws, Statutes 2nd Cuſtoms of this Realm, nor tothe | 
or Hurt of the King's Prerogative Royal ; ſhould then ſtill be Uſed and Executed as they 
' were before the making of the ſaid Act, until ſuch time as they ſhould be viewed, ſearched, or 
| otherwiſe ordered and determined by the Perſons mentioned in the ſaid A, or the moſtpart 
of them, according to the Tenor, Form and Effet of the ſaid AQt, as by the ſaid Af, among 
divers other things more ſully and at large; it doth and may appear.

Pointed ro be uſed therein, being things of rheir own Narure Indifferent 2nd alterable, and - 
fo acknowleggedit. is but reaſonable, that upon weighty and important Confderations, aC- | 
cording to the yarious Exigengy of Times ar.d Occaſion; fuch Changes ant Alterations!
